Thomas, or as he s better known, Tom Bras-
g6y, just deceased, was one of our British mil-
liopaires. IHe was the creature of a modern
incident In natienal progress, He was a rail-
road maker—technically a contractor. He
began life as a laboring man, from that took
gmall jobe in earth works, excavations, and em-
bankments, and advancing step by step came to
aseist in the coustruction of some of the chief
works of Epgland—the Midland, the North
Staffordehire, London, apd Birmisgham,
and Eastern Counties. He bhad also an
important share in the works of the
Crimean war. In fact, every reat
joint-stoek work of conétruction, rood or dock-
makipg for the last thirty years, owed some-
thing te Tom Brassey's energy, enterprise, snd
buslpess ability. He has had at times as many
as three or four thousand “navies” at work,
and was the busipess assoclate of the Steven-
song, of Bidder & Brunel. He was a man of
large, powerful frame, ruddy, good-hvmored
face; unekilled in book knowledge, but with a
clear brain and great natural power of calculs-
tion.
